CROP REPORT 

At the time of writing Southern

ESSAY CONTEST 

ON STEFANSSON 

Regulations Governing Competition 
Sponsored by Canadian Chau¬ 
tauqua Here, July 29 to 
August 3 

Stefansson, whom the world ac¬ 
claims as the greatest living Cana¬ 
dian, will lecture on the second night 
of Chautauqua in Vulcan, July 30th. 

In order to make the boys and girls 
familiar with Stefansson and his 
work in northern Canada, the Cana¬ 
dian Chautauquas and the Macmillan 
Company of Canada are co-operating 
in an essay contest for the boys and 
girls in the towns and cities in which 
Stefansson will appear. 

The rules and regulations upder 
which the contest will be conducted 
are listed below. 

The Canadian Chautauquas will be 
glad to give further information to 
contestants. 

1. Title of the Essay. The Associ¬ 
ated Press has called Vilhjalmur 
Stefansson “The greatest living Cana¬ 
dian.” . The title of the essay shall 
be “Why is Stefansson the greatest 
living Canadian?” 

2. Contestants. Any boy or girl 
sixteen years of age or under, living 
in the Chautauqua community in 
which Stefansson shall lecture during 
the summer of 1929, may be a can¬ 
didate in the essay contest. The 
essay shall be accompanied by a 
written declaration by some respon¬ 
sible person that the manuscript is 
the unaided work of the contestant. 

— i. Length. The essay shall not 
exceecl 400 words in length. 

4. Prizes. Three prizes, first, 

second and third, will be presented to 
the contestants submitting the three 
best essays in each Chantauqua com¬ 
munity. The prizes shall consist each 
of one of Stefansson’s books, donated 
for the purpose of-this contest by the 
Macmillan Company of Canada, 
Toronto. „ 

5. Judges. The essays for each 
community shall be judged and the 
prize winners determined by three 
citizens of each community. The re¬ 
port of the judges shall be final. 

6. Form— 

(a) The essays shall be written 
on one side of the paper only. 

(b) They should be written as 
neatly as possible^but hand-writing 
will not be considered in determin¬ 
ing the winners. 

(c) Candidates should-' attach to 
the essay a list of the articles or 
books which they have consulted in 
the preparation of the essay. 

(d) If convenient to the con¬ 
testant, the essay should be writ¬ 
ten on foolscap. 

7. Names of Contestants. The 
following rule must be observed: No 
name or other mark of identification 
shall be wrjtten on any page of the 
essay. The name of the contestant 
shall be written on a separate piece 
of paper, sealed in an envelope, and 
the envelope pinned to the essay. 
The essay shall then be mailed to 
"The Director,” “The Canadian Chau¬ 
tauquas, General Delivery, in the case 
of each town. Violation of this or 
any other regulation shall automatic¬ 
ally rule out an essay. 

8. Date. The essays should reach 
the director of the Canadian Chau¬ 
tauquas in each town not later than 
noon, two days before the opening of 
the Chautauqua in that community. 
That is, if Chautauqua opens on 
Wednesday, the essays should reach 
the director by 12:00 o’clock noon on 
Monday. Essays submitted after 
that time will not be considered. 
(Note: It is expected that the win¬ 
ners will be determined in time to 
have the prizes presented by Stefan¬ 
sson the evening of his lecture, and 
autographed by him.) 

9. Western Canada Grand Brize. 
The essays taking First Prize in each 
community shall be mailed by the 
essay committee to the Canadian.

FRIEND MAGPIE 

“Next to the crow and possibly be¬ 
fore it, the magpie is the most persis 
tent nest robber in the bird world. No 
eggs nor young birds are safe from 
it , and where it is numerous it is one 
of the important determinating fac¬ 
tors in limiting the increase of the 
smaller birds. It even enters poultry 
yards and hen coops, timing its visit 
nicely when the owner’s eyes are 
turned elsewhere, and chicks and 
eggs are its prey. Occasionally it at¬ 
tacks horses and cattle, even to their 
death, perching on the foolishly un¬ 
resisting animals’ backs and enlarg¬ 
ing saddle galls, fresh brand marks 
and other open sores to serious pro¬ 
portions. The animals for some unac¬ 
countable reason, seem to make no ob¬ 
jection and even appear to enjoy the 
sensation of being petked to death. A 
few magpies may be picturesque ac¬ 
companiment of the landscape, but 
even those can only be enjoyed at a 
price and certainly any great number 
of them in a neighborhood are to be 
discouraged by the use of gun and 
trap. 

WHO WOULD BELIEVE IT 

Who would believe that there are 
423 pawnbrokers in the Dominion of 
Canada or that 202 coachmen contin¬ 
ued to exist in this age of the almost 
universal adoption of the motor car?

There are still 3,008 blacksnliths in 
the Dominion, while physicians and 
surgeons number 8,554;*dentists, 3126 
engineers, 12,814; professional paint¬ 
ers, 108; teachers, 11,042;judges, 337; 
Dwyers and notaries, 7,146; clergy¬ 
men, 11,654; and editors and report¬ 
ers, 1,666.—Simcoe Reformer.

LACK OF CONTROL 

■ Heredity and lack.of parental con¬ 
trol were given as the chief causes for 
the prevalence of juvenile crime, in a 
paper read before the Chief Consta¬ 
bles’ association convention at Cal¬ 
gary by Inspector E. W. Bavin, in 
charge of “C” Division, Alberta Pro¬ 
vince Police, on “The Youthful Crim 
inal.” The inspector deprecated the 
frequently-made assertion that mo¬ 
tion pictures in general tended to pro¬ 
mote juvenile crime, but expressed 
the view that much of the literature 
imported into Canada from the south 
was unfit for some youths adopting 
a career of crime. 

Corporal punishment was mention¬ 
ed by Inspector Bavin as a highly ef¬ 
fective means of dealing with recidi¬ 
vists. He also spoke of the probation 
system as producing successful re¬ 
sults. In his paper the inpector went 
at some length into the various phases 
of his subject, and in conclusion sub¬ 
mitted that the introduction into the 
schools of a system of teaching child¬ 
ren to play real games would have the 
greatest effect in reducing criminal 
records to a minimum. 

“In gathering data for this paper,” 
said the inspector, “I have been in 
communication with the various pri¬ 
sons in different provinces of the Do¬ 
minion and states of the union. Rec¬ 
ords show that there are a greater 
number of convicted prisoners under 
the age of 30 than there are above 
that age and that there is an alarm¬ 
ing number between the ages of 17 
and 23. This is the point that has to 
be dealt with. Touching first of all 
on the cause—lack of parental con¬ 
trol is the fundamental reason with 
the majority of chses. The youth of 
today has developed an advanced 
knowledge of the world and its ways, 
consequently some parents may have 
feelings of inferiority. Idleness is a 
sure cause of trouble. Commencing 
at the schools, there is too much spare 
time afje^ school hours in which the 
boys idle. There is insufficient 
training in athletics. How many of 
you have found a youth who has fal¬ 
len into the hands of the police who 
has previously made any showing in 
athletics? I would venture to say 
that the exceptions are almost negli¬ 
gible.’’

^ SOY BEANS POOR FEED 

Soy beans make soft pork’—a bug¬ 
bear in the meat trade. The Indus¬ 
trial and Development Council of 
Canadian Meat Packers issued a ser¬ 
ious warning on this point. As soy 
fed hogs cannot be distinguished 
when alive, packers may, if the prac¬ 
tice becomes common, have to dis¬ 
count in price all hogs from districts 
where soy beans are used as hog feed. 
No success has followed experiments 
to make soy fed hogs yield a firm car¬ 
cass. Even with 85 per cent, of bar¬ 
ley and 15 per cent, of soy beans, the 
effort has failed. Fed in the form of 
green pasture, hogged down, fed 
whole, or ground as meal, the effect is 
the same—poor quality pork that no¬ 
body wants. The packers’warning to 
Canadian farmers who may unthink¬ 
ingly use soy beans for raising hogs 
is: ‘Stop before you start.”—West¬ 
ern Producer.

One of the chief reasons why the 
weed menace has increased with each 
succeeding year is the undeniable 
fact that in the past vast quantities 
of weeds have been allowed to ripen 
seeds on roadsides, in school yards, 
on waste and vacant lands, along our 
lanes and headlands and in our fence 
corners and odd spots here and there 
on the farm. 

The following are the number of 
seeds produced by single plants of 
average size in one season: Canada 
Thistle, 3,500; Curled or Yellow Dock 
17,000; Common Ragweed, 6,000; 
Chicory, 3,00; Perrennial Sow Thist¬ 
le, 2,000; Wild Lettuce, 8,00: Stink- 
weed, 20,000. Every weed that is al¬ 
lowed to mature produces at least 1,- 
000 seeds and most of them ripen 
several thousand seeds. In the past 
weeds by the millions have been al¬ 
lowed to mature in this province and 
scatter their billions of seeds far and 
wide. Every municipality, every far¬ 
mer, every land owner in town or 
country must unite in the war 
against weds and see that they are 
cut early and often enough to pre¬ 
vent them from seeding. 

Promptness is necessary to prevent 
all weeds from seeding. Many weeds 
if cut after they have passed full 
bloom, will mature their seeds. 

United action is required so that no 
weeds be left uncut on roadsides, va¬ 
cant lands, railway tracks, school- 
yards or waste places. Every patch of 
weeds that is left uncut is a menace 
to the farms and gardens in the neigh 
borhood, an eyesore and a costly mon¬ 
ument of neglect, signifying that 
someone has failed to do his duty to 
his municipality and to. his neigh¬ 
bors. 

Community pride and regard for 
the rights of others should serve as 
incentives to prompt and united ac¬ 
tion on the part of all concerned. 
When such is secured the weed men¬ 
ace will be much decreased, our farms 
will be cleaner and more profitable 
and our highways and byways will be¬ 
come attractive beauty spots, indicat¬ 
ing individual and municipal pride 
and prosperity.- > 

The Medicine Hat Fish and Game 
Association is urging that an inten¬ 
sive campaign be conducted regardng 
the crow and. magpie menace. It sug¬ 
gests that an official be appointed to 
attend strictly to organizing cam- 
I paigns in this matter. 


I. W SOLLOWAY 

“Investors and speculators in the 
East have quite decidedly changed 
their views in regard to the oil indus¬ 
try in Alberta, and especially has this 
been the case with Turner Valley, for 
the simple reason that drilling there 
for the past few years has proven 
that there is real wealth under the 
surface of the ground,” declared I.W. 
C. SolloWay, president of Solloway, 
Mills and Company, Toronto, in an in¬ 
terview with The Albertan recently. 

“Putting money into Turner Valley 
is no longer looked upon as a practise 
to be compared with the more treach¬ 
erous stocks that are to be bought on 
the leading mining and oil markets of 
the .continent. Rather, it is a com. 
monly accepted fact that when any de 
gree of common sense is exercised in 
the purchase of oil stocks, profits will 
be forthcoming sooner or later. 

“I can assure the people of Alberta 
that brokerage firms themselves, as 
well as the investing public of Toron¬ 
to, Montreal and other financial cen¬ 
tres of the East from now on will put 
double the money in development 
work and financial undertakings to 
prove further possibilities in Turner 
Valley than they have ever put before 

“Up to a few weeks ago the people 
were skeptical about oils out here in 
the West. But today, when one walks 
into the leading brokerage offices and 
stock exchanges throughout the East, 
he is amazed at the loss of interest in 
the mining stocks and the increasing 
interest that is being taken in oil 
stocks. 

“And I hope that the people of this 
province will not forget that the rap¬ 
id development of the oil industry will 
engender more extensive progress 
still in the oil fields,” Mr. Solloway 
continued. People are trekking into 
the province from all parts of the con 
tinent because they hear of the oil 
wealth that is being liberated here, 
and among these people are prospec¬ 
tors in all lines of development. 

“I can foresee the day when Cal¬ 
gary and Alberta will become a great 
industrial centre—started primarily 
from the oil discovery in Turner Val¬ 
ley,” he continued. 

He went on to explain that this was 
a very slack season as far as the oil 
market was concerned for the simple 
reason that those who put most mon¬ 
ey into oil were now using their sur¬ 
plus money in other lines of activity. 
“The farmer, the contractor, the build 
er and the businessman during the 
summer months considers it a natural 
course of his business to draw his 
money out of stocks in the spring of 
the year, and after using the money 
during the summer, invest it again in 
the fall,” he concluded. 


The Canadian Hygiene Club has its 
mind on the health of tourists and 
city people who adventure in the 
wilds. It furnishes a few warnings 
and admonitions to holiday seekers, 
so that they will be able to stand up 
to the rigors of vacation time: 

Don’t scratch mosquito bites, don’t 
pick poison ivy, watch your milk and 
water supplies and get plenty of sun 
but not too much at once, are some of 
the admonitions. And here is an 
emergency medical kit that evpryone 
is advised to pack in the suit-case: 

3 or 4 bandages, 2 or 3 inches wide. 

14 pound of sterile gauze. 

1 ounce of absorbent cotton. 

^ 1 or- 2 ounces of tincture of iodine. 

1 small roll of adhesive, plaster 
about 1 inch wide. 

1 ounce of boracic acid. 

1 or 2 ounces of bicarbonate of so¬ 
da. 

A hot water bottle. 

2 ounces of aromatic spirts of am¬ 
monia. 

For mosquitoes, three things should 
be remembered, netting, liquid am¬ 
monia, and coal oil. r 

The netting shuts them out, the li¬ 
quid ammonia, applied promptly to a 
bite, frequently neautralizes the pois¬ 
on and prevents subsequent itching, 
and the coal oil, put in very small 
quantities on top of water in rain- 
barrels, little ponds, etc., prevent the 
mosquito larvae from developing - Into 
mosquitoes. Furthermore, certain aro 
matic preparations such as spirits of 
camphor, menthol and oil of citroncilo 
may be applied to exposed parts of 
the body to keep these pests away. 

And do not be on the go all the 
time during your holiday. Take some 
reading matter with you and spend 
part of the day, particularly in the 
middle of the day, in the shade of the 


trees, in your hammock, or in an easy 
. chair, or lying on a rug on the ground 
I Do not dance every night during your 
j holiday and expect to come home rest 
ed and refreshed for the balance of 
I the year. 

TORONTONOTES E P 

The Toronto Mail and Empire se-| 
cured a short interview with Profes¬ 
sor Carlyle en route to England. It 
prints the following: 

“Professor Carlyle, the manager of 
the E. P. ranch in Alberta, has gone 
to England to discuss ranch business 
with.-tJte Prince of Wales, the owner 
of The property, and to select live 
stock for shipment to Canada. ‘We 
are going to stock up with more short 
horns,’ Prof. Carlyle said on the eve 
of his departure, ‘and while I am over 
there 1 intend to look at some sheep 
bred on His Royal Highness’s British 
farms, with a view to importing some 
of, them to the foothills for breeding 
jmrposes. We believe,’ he added, 
‘that there is a great future for the 
sheep industry in the west.’ 

“The Prince of Wales acquired the 
E. P. ranch, which is situated about 
25 miles southwest of High River, 
during his tour in Canada in 1920. He 
placed on his property, soon after¬ 
ward, a good class of shorthorn cat¬ 
tle and a flock of Shropshire sheep, 
all of which he sent to this country 
from Great Britain. He has since ad¬ 
ded to the livestock on the ranch. The 
Prince of Wales has made, during his 
several visits to Canada, short stays 
on his Alberta ranch, and, by all ac¬ 
counts, /he has thoroughly enjoyed the 
opportunities afforded him there for 
relaxation after the strain of the du¬ 
ties that his high position imposes up 
on him for exercise that sometimes 
has taken the form of hard work in 
the fields, and for indulgence in out¬ 


door sports, such as riding, fishing 
and shooting. Animals from the E. 
P. ranch have won prizes at the prin¬ 
cipal live stock exhibitions in Canada 
and in the United States, and some 
animals have been sold to improve the 
quality of the stock on the properties 
of breeders in this country. 

“Whether or not His Royal High¬ 
ness has found his venture into the 
live stock industry in Alberta a profit¬ 
able one has not been announced. 
Whether he has or not, he did not ac¬ 
quire the E. P.. ranch primarily with 
the object of making money from it. 
He recognized when he visited Can- 
ada'in 1920, that Alberta was natur¬ 
ally well adapted for the raising of 
beef cattle and sheep and for aairy- 
ing. He desired to help t(^ promote 
the development of those industries 
by doing something, to improve the 
quality of the live stock in that part 
of the Dominion. He acted upon that 
desire when he bought the E. P. ranch 
and stocked it with pure-bred animals 
and apparently he intends to continue 
the good work.” 

WINDSORJCASTLE 

“King George has returned this 
spring to Windsor Castle—a happy 
sign of increasing strength, for this 
home of Kings, since William the 
Conqueror, |s no chosen place for the 
sick.” 

For nine hundred years the history 
of Windsor Castle has been the his¬ 
tory of England. But during King 
George’s reign it has been used only 
for state occasions, for receptions of 
visiting Kings, princes and potentates. 

Queen Victoria dearly loved Wind¬ 
sor, and after the dpath of her Con¬ 
sort, divided her time between Wind¬ 
sor and Scotland. She decreed that 
everything at Windsor should be con¬ 
secrated to the memory of Albert, 


and nothing should be altered. 

With the coming of King Edward, 
a new order was established. Change 
was inevitable with Edward, and rev¬ 
erently but ruthlessly he brought 
about his change. First, the invasion 
of the bathroom. Not one bathroom 
but many. He was - as insistent in 
these modern luxuries for Windsor as 
Queen Victoria had been opposed. 

He began to alter drawing rooms 
and corridors, bringing museum pie¬ 
ces forth from obscurity, bringing 
light into darkness and order out of 
ch'tfOs. There was an end to Wind¬ 
sor as a place of mourning and re¬ 
tirement. Banquets, ceremonies, life 
and activity brightened the castle. 

Queen Mary completed the interior 
changes started by King Edward. 
Only last year, the last vestige of 
wisteriir colored paper beloved by 
Queen Victoria disappeared. 

It is fitting that King George 
should spend his convalescence days 
in the quiet and seclusion at Windsor 
Castle. This is the most beloved,and 
regal of all the King’s homes—with 
its nine hundred years of Kingly his¬ 
tory.

AIR EXPANSION 


From an experimental be^i^ping 
but a brief while ago the Canadian 
air mail has expanded until the .Do¬ 
minion has twenty services in opera¬ 
tion either in summer or winter or the 
year round, or to be immediately in¬ 
augurated. It is proposed during the 
present year to extend the .carrying 
of mail by air from Eastern Canada 
to Winnipeg and then to within twen¬ 
ty miles of Banff, Alberta, to connect 
with the fast train to the Pacific 
Coast. Surveys are being conducted 
for a route through the mountains on 
to the Pacific coast and a complete 
trans-Canada aerial mall is practical¬ 
ly within sight. 

As regards commercial aviation in 
Canada, a few statistics are most 
eloquent of the mannerVi which this 
has developed. There awvnow fifty- 
three firms operating aircraft in Can¬ 
ada, many of these being engaged in 
most unusual services from the fringe 
of civilization into the developing 
wilderness. 

Airports continue to spring up all 
over the Dominion, foreshadowing 
ever-widening activity. The Maritime 
Provinces have been much to the fore 
lately, with the organization of the 
Maritime Airways to operate aircraft 
throughout the territory and the pos¬ 
sible establishment of an aircraft 
manufacturing plant in the area. 
Saint John recently completed its air 
port and Halifax has approved the ex 
penditure of $160,000 to provide such 
a facility. Airports, it is stated, are 
also assured for Moncton, Truro, and 
Charlottetown. Kingstown,. Ontario, 
recently set aside seventy, acres for 
this purpose and has called for ten¬ 
ders for the construction of hangars. 
Drumheller in Alberta has decided to 
establish an airport, giving this stra¬ 
tegically located point a definite place 
in the aero-nautical development of 
Western Canada.

WEST NEEDS RAIN 

Crop reports throughout Western 
Canada, indicate that most of the dis¬ 
tricts throughout the west are in need 
of rain. The extreme heat to the east 
has caused grain to deteriorate in 
quality. Generally, crops a re not con¬ 
sidered as far advanced or as promis¬ 
ing as at this time last year. Coarse • 
grains are little more promising than 
wheat. In Manitoba rain is most ur¬ 
gently needed. In Saskatchewan 
about half the country reports normal 
condition while in the other parts, 
rain is the cry. 

Of the 236 stations heard from in 
Alberta 66 report sufficient moisture, 
and 170 need rain. Of these 170, 97 
need rain urgently while 32 report 
that rain now would be too lave as 
crops are permanently damaged. Thir 
ty report damage from hot wind, 16 
report wheat heading with grain only 
a few inches high, Twenty-eight re¬ 
port frost damage and twelve heavy 
weed growth.

PAVEDROADS 

An article in an American Maga¬ 
zine urging the necessity for more J 
paved roads, to relieve the congestion I 
on primary roads, strikes at the root I 
of conditions which also exist in this I 
country. It says: “That we could 
use more and better roads all wiy 
agree,, but our civil machinery for pro- J 
during them is cumbersome. Roads , 
are still too much a local matter. [ 
There are almost as many ideas about j 
roads, their material and construction I 
their marking and mapping, and \ 
especially whether or not they should j 
be built as there are states, countries | 
and townships—all with a finger in : 
the pie. And they are too much at I 
the mercy of local opinion not con- j 
corned with country wide highway 
programme. 

As a matter of fact ther e_im LMH1U0 
000 cars in use in United States (thiA 
whole population can ride at once) 
and only 575,000 miles of paved roads 
to ride on. The road program has tvot 
kept pace with the use of motor cars. 

Even in our own Alberta, traffic on 
primary roads is congested and hazard 
ous, mainly because the infinitely 
prettier secondary roads, which peo¬ 
ple would prefer to use, are not fit 
for motor travel. 

Roads are no longer a local, leisure 
ly matter. They are of primary con¬ 
cern to every tax payer in town anil 
country. Tt’is to the interest of the 
Dominion government the Provincial 
government, the motor companies, the 
gas and oil companies, as well as pri¬ 
vate individuals, that the money spent I 
on roads be spent to advantage; that 
permanent roads be built; that some 
uniform substantial method of road 
making be adopted, and that it all be 
done right speedily.
